Capt. Thomas S. Baldwin, brought to St. Louis by the Post- 
Dispatch for aeroplane flights next Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day, announced positively Thursday that he would make flights 
on all three days, unless prevented by the worst of weather, and 
that he would fly above the Mississippi River from 6900 north 
to 3100 south, and return, either Saturday or Sunday afternoon. 


“I would not make a positive an- 
nouncement about it,’ said the veteran 
air navigator, ‘“‘unless I knew I could 
the flights. 1 have looked over 
the ground, and am certain that I 
ean fly there. I could have flown yes- 
terday, if my machine had been ready, 
in spite of the bad weather. It will 
take very bad weather to keep me from 
fiyving Saturday, Sunday and Monday.” 

All the field f¥ghts of the three days, 
and the start of the river flight, will 
be at the North St. Louis aviation field 


east of Bellefontaine Cemetery. All will 
he free to the public, the only restrict- 
ed space being that of the flight course, 
which will be guarded by 200 police- 
men. A squad of % militiamen will 
Syard Baldwin’s biplane. 

“The biplane ‘“Red~ Devil,” in which 
Capt. Baldwin has made flights almost 
daily this summer, was hauled Thurs- 
day, in sections, from an express office 
to the hangar, or shed, built on the 
aviation field to house it.

Local Investors Put in $560,- 
000, Believing New York 
Franchise Good. 





Acting on an opinion given by for- 
mer ‘Judge Henry 8. Priest, Breckin- 
ridge Jones, president of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., invested $120,000 in the 
United States Independent Telephone 
Co., and took an active part in the 
sale of $560,000 of its bonds in St. Louis, 


according to his testimony in Rochester, 
ee. 

Among the heaviest losers in St. Louis 
by the collapse of the telephone com- 
pany were Jones, Adolphus Busch, Wil- 
liam D. Orthwein and the late William 
F’. Nolker. 

The opinion rendered by Priest was 
that the company’s New York telephone 
franchise was valid. For this opinion 
Jones testified at Rochester, Priest re- 
ceived $10,000 from the telephone com- 
pany. The franchise proved valueless. | 

Brought on Bench Warrant. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Rochester Thursday contained details 
of Jones’ testimony. His presence as 
a witness was obtained by a bench 
warrant issued by Justice Benton, 
and he was compelled to go to Roch- 
ester from the home of his flancee, 
Mrs. Sallie Brant Colwell, at Casen- 
ovia, N. Y. 

When Jones took the stand Wednes- 
day afternoon he was asked whether il 
was at his suggestion that the United 
States Independent Telephone Co. had 
been organized. He described his en- 
trance into the company as follows: 

Thomas W. Finucane had made a trip 
to St. Louis in 1905 on business connect-., 
ed with the Stromberg-Carlson Co., and 
while there had discussed with Jones 
the affairs of the company.

MONTREAL, Sept. 8.—‘‘The Eucharis- 


tie Life the Antidote for Modern Life’ 


was the subject of an address delivered 
today by the Rev. Father Bernard 
Vaughn of England before the Eucharis- 
tic Congress here, in which the speaker 
painted a vivid picture of modern condi- 
tions as: he saw them and pointed to the 
church as the refuge from the direful 
consequences he foresaw resulting from 
what he described a “tidal wave of 
Paganism’ now sweeping over the 
world. 

“We are living,’ said Father Vaughn, 
“in a day of headlines, snapshots, taxi- 
cabs» and music halls; in a day when 
the scramble for the prizes of life has 
become a mad passion. It is a day of 
fever, fret artd fume, when competition 
for -barthen toys is so keen, and the 
mar3fn of profit in commerce has be- 
come so fine that the one cry beating 
through the air is ‘hurry up.’ No one 
seems to have time for a pause till, 
worn out in the pursuit of gew-gaws and 
vanities, a rest cure becomes impera- 
tive, the clock is stopped and all action, 
mental and physical, must be proscribed 
aS prohibitive for an eighth part of a 
year. 

High Ideals Dying Out, 

“We are living in a day when the high 
ideals of old are fast yielding to the 
pressure of creature comforts, when 
principle is being exchanged for expedi- 
ency, in a day when self-sacrificing 
Catholicism is being bartered Yor seir- 
centered materialism, when the Chris- 
tion sense of sin is being regarded asa 
by-gone superstition; in a day when 
it matters not what you believe, but 
only what -to do, and when you 
may do what you like, provided you are 
not found out; in a day when the rela: 
tions between the sexes takes one back 
to pagan times, while the garbage on 
which men and women feed is as foul 
and loathsome as the stuff over which 
they gloat and chatter; in a day when 
marriage has become so debased and 
defiled that not even the pledged truth 
can make it long and endurable without 
change of prospective partners in a fife 
of legalized vice; in a day when there 
is no empty place but in the cradle, no 
room .in which to move but in the 
churches. Well may a leading Parisian 
physician sum up the situation, exctaim- 
ing, ‘’C’est une pouriture.’

“Observe that the cleavéage today, as 
in no previous time since the dawn of 
Christianity, is between God and Mam- 
mon; or shall I say, in language more 
definite still, between Catholicism and 
agnosticism, if not evolutionary mate- 
rialism itself? 

“For confirmation of my strong. asser- 
tions, read the story of present-day life. 
as it is reflected in soctety, as it {s 
mirrored forth on the stage, as it. is 
shown up in the law cgurts, as it is writ 
large on our book stalls, or if you will, 
as it is published in soclety journals, tn 
the monthly magazine, In the weekly 
pictorial and in the daily press.

Other new entrants to the _  inter- 
national meet are Wilfrid A. Dunn of 
London, who will use a Teller mono- 
plane; Adolph Warchatowski, an Aus- 
trian, who recently made a flight over 
the Imperial Castle of Luxembourg; 
Carl Iliner, a pupil of Henry Farman, 
and Alec Ogilvie, selected as the third 
British representative in England’s in- 
ternational team with James Radley 
and Claude Grahame White. 

John B. Moissant, the former Chi- 
cagoan, who this week completed his 
flight from Paris to London, will be a 
competitor for the international prizes 
if he is able to get a suitable aeroplane 
in time. He expects to get a 100-horse- 
power Bleriot in which ,Leblanc re- 
cently made 63 miles an hour. 

In an interview cabled to this side, 
Moissant explains that he does not want 
to fly in his own country uatil he is 
certain that he can fhake a good show- 
ing. The aeroplane in which he made 
his Paris-London flight is badly dam- 
aged. It will take some time to repair 
it, besides which he does not think it 
powerful enough.

CHARTER A_ FAILURE 


Nonpolitical Scheme Work- 
ed Well for a Time, Then 
Spoilsmen Grabbed It. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 8.—The 


/ people of this city are seriously con- 


sidering the commission plan of city 
government, and the Commercial Club 
has appointed a committée to investi- 
gate. This will be followed by the 
presentation of a bill to the Legisla- 
ture. A number of other cities have 
the subject under consideration, and 
it is not improbable that the coming 
‘year may witness a radical change in 
the government of many of the larger 
Indiana cities. 

Indianapolis has tried two forms of 
city government and has found both 
of them sadly deficient. Under the 
old regime, when the city was gov- 
erned by a common council and a 
board of aldermen, there was con- 
stant friction and very little progress 
in any direction that would tend to 
the city’s growth. The two bodies 
were often antagonistic, and the May-

of the Police Court. 

The change was a radical one when 
the Legislature granted the city a 
special charter which made the Mayor 
supreme by placing in his hands the 
appointment of all the boards and 
making them responsible only to him. 
The Board of Aldermen was abol- 
ished and the membership of the Com- 
mon Council was so reduced that it 
was thought the people would not 
make s0 many mistakes in its selec- 
tion. 

Primary Law Spoiled the Plan. 

Under the new order of things the 
city began to be transformed into a 
real city. Public improvements of ev- 
ery kind were undertaken and pushed 
through; a sewer system was planned 
and executed, more than 100 miles of 
block and asphalt streets were laid, and 
every business felt and responded to 
the new impetus. 

Under the new system the city has 
had three Democratic and three Re- 
publican mayors, but from the first 
there has been a marked tendency to 
retrogradation in the men thus select- 
ed. Under the primary or direct nomi- 
nation law it has been found impossible 
to induce men of recognized business 
ability to stand for nomination, and the 
office of mayor has gone time after 
time to the man who was best able to 
invoke politics and make the greater 
number of plausible promises. 

Change Must Be Radical. 

There seems to be no prospect of get- 
ting rid of the direct nomination law in 
the near future, and the first aim of 
the people would be to get a charter 
that would permit them to make their 
selections of candidates or members of 
the commission in such a way that the 
irresponsible class would not be ‘‘the 
whole thing’’ in making nominations. 

There is a feeling in business circles, 
not confined to any one class, that the 
pane of the city is politics and that its 
eradication would mark a new epoch. 
The present charter was approved by 
the people largely because it was 
thought that it would reduce political 
power to the minimum in city affairs, 
but there is really no nonpartisan fea- 
ture in the city government. 

The Commercial Club Committee, com- 
posed of 10 members, is said to be very 
favorable to the commission plan and 
to be a unit in the sentiment that 
something must be done to change 
present conditions, They also agree that 
there can be no change without a rad- 


‘ical change in the charter, and the Gal- 


veston or Des Moines plan seems to 
them to be the most feasible and at the 
same time the most practical form of 
government that . they could. recem- 
mend. 

Evansville, Fort Wayne, Terre Haute, 
/South Bend, Richmond and other cities, 
governed by charters similar to that of 
this city, are struggling with the same 
problems that confront the people here, 
and if the new plan !s adopted the bill 
in the Jegislature will be made so broad 
as to include them within its et

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~ MORSE PLACED I 
A SOLITARY CELL 
BUT NOT DUNGEON 


Warden Declares Banker- 
Convict at No Time Was on 
Bread and Water Diet. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 8—In response 
to a telegram from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office at Washington, Warden 
W. H. Moyer of the United States 
Prison here, has issued.an official state- 
ment in regard to the punishment in- 
flicted on Charles W. Morse, the: for- 
mer New York banker and steamship 
and ice magnate, whose fortune at one 
time was estimated to be high in the 
millions. 


The Warden announces that Morse 


was confined for two days in a soli- 


tary cell. This punishment followed his 
refusal to acquaifit the prison officials 
with the source from which he had re- 


celyed money, it being $46 In all, in vio- 
tation of the rules for a prisoner to re- 
ceive or keep money. 

Warden Moyer says he ascertained 
that the money was given to Morse by 
his wife and by W. P. Reid, Morse’s 


former business partner. The Warden | 
denies that Morse was confined in a 
dungeon or that he was ever put on 
bread and water. He says that Morse’s 
confinement in the solitary cell in no- 
wise injured his health, but that on 
the contrary Morse is at present in 
much better health than when he was 
admitted to the prison, 

Money Goes to Home Prisoner. 
The bulk of the money went to a dis- 
charged prisoner, a lame Polish youth, 
The Warden did not think, however, 
that Morse knew that the money was 
to be thus used, as he gave it to a 
nurse to distribute as she thought best. 
In the statement he made, Warden 
Moyer said: 

“On the second day of Morse’s con- 
finement I was on my way to see him. 
I met Mrs. Morse and she asked permis- 
sion to see her husband, [I told her 
tha® Morse was in trouble and that she 
could not see him on that day. 

‘“‘Mrs. Morse announced that she had 
a confession to make to me. fhe stated 
that she had given her husband $165, 
smuggling it into his coat pocket while 
he was signing some papers in the of- 
fice. 

“Morse made a similar confession a 
short time afterward, except he placed 
the amount given him by his wife at $5 
instead of $15. During the course of my 
interview with him he finally admitted 
that he had $46 In all—$15 given to him 
by his wife and the $31 which hig form- 
er partner, W. P. Reid, had slipped to 
him during a conversation between 
them in the prison. 

‘‘Morse toid me that he‘had given $1 
each to two of the prisoners, that he 
had $3 himself and that $41 he had 
placed in an envelone and given over to 
"the keeping of another prisoner.

With Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, He Speaks Humorously

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 8.—Speaking 
at a smoker given in their honor last 
night by the Arctic Club, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham and Secretary Nagel 
referred humorously to the political 
events in their six weeks’ absence in 
Alaska.

ESCAPE PLOT DENIED 





Attorneys . Assert That No 
Plan Was Made.to Take Him 
Out of State in Auto. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Rureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 8—In the Mat- 


teawan State Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane, Harry K. Thaw is making elab- 
orate preparations to renew the fight 
for his liberty. The slayer of Stanford 
White is working several hours every 
day with a staff of legal experts under 
the direction of Clarence J. Shearn, and 


within two months it is expected he 
will be taken from the asylum on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Thaw’s confinement has been tight- 
ened since the hospital authorities were 
informed, it is alleged, of a plot to rush 
the prisoner from Fishkill to Conrrecti- 
cut in a high-power motor car. 

“Thaw is sane. It will be a matter 
of only a few months until he is a free 
man,’’ said Henry J. Rice of the Shearn 
law office. *“‘Thaw can never again 
be tried by a jury and there will be 
enough proof to show that the man is 
not a maniac. It is up to the State to 
prove him insane.’ They never can do 
ag 


Mother Alidg the Prisoner. 

Rite has been-in conference with 
Thaw every afternoon, while Mrs. Thaw, 
the prisoner’s mother, has been offer- 
ing suggestions on which to get addi- 
tional proof of his sanity. Every affi- 
davit obtained from the nurses and at- 
tendants is carefully read by Thaw be- 
fore he allows it to be set aside for 
use in the courts. 

While Thaw and his lawyers were 
mapping out their plan for his release, 
tne doctors at the hospital say that 
the prisoner will never gain his free- 
dom. They regard the affidavits given 
by employes of the institution as value- 
less and say they have observed his 
condition every day and could find noth- 
ing to show that he has improved. 

An attendant who has been with Thaw 
since he was placed in the asylum said 
the prisoner had- not shown any signs 
of improvement. He denied that the at- 
tendants who had been closely associat- 
ed with Thaw had made affidavits to 
prove his sanity. 

Mrs. William Thaw has a cottage at 
Fishkill Landing, where she and her 
lawyers spend many hours in consulta- 
tion, after the confefence at the hc >i- 
tal. Rice, who has been detailed by 
Shearn to prepare the affidavits made 
by attendants and those given at former 
insanity proceedings, with the minutes 
of the trial, is at the hospital every 
afternoon from 2 until 5 o’clock.

Chicago Federal Grand Jury 
Pushes Work Following 
Taft’s Visit There. 





LANDIS BACK AND BUSY 





{National Packing Company Is 


to Bear the Brunt of 
Latest Attack. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8—With the return 
of Judge Landis from his summer va- 
cation, increased activity is noticeable 
in the Federal grand jury room. 

Indictments against the 10 directors 
and other officials of the National 
Packing Co. are expected this week. 
Besides the individuals, 10 subsidiary 
companies operating in Omaha, Kansas 
City, East St. Louis, New York and 
New Jersey will be charged with con- 
spiracy and restraint of trade. The 
work of the grand jury is practically 
completed. Two or three witnesses 
from the East will be heard today and 
the hearing will be finished. Judge Lan- 
dis in his instructions called upon the 
jury to indict individuals where the evi- 
dence justified indictments. 

The investigation has covered seven 
months. The first grand jury, sum- 
moned in January, indicted the National 
Packing Co. and 10 subsidiaries, but 
failed to hold any individuals. The Gov- 
ernment indictment expert’s work was 
not satisfactory and Judge Landis 
quashed all the indictments and called 
a new grand jury. The important point 
in his latest instructions was a demand 
for the indictment of individuals. The 
latest investigation has extended over 
a period of four months. 

The National Packing Co., the $15,- 
000,000 corporation whicn the Govern- 
ment chargés is operating tn violation 
of the anti-trust law, is to bear the 
brunt of the grand jury’s attack. Of- 
ficers of the concern, the majority of 
whom are connected with other stock 
yard concerns, are said to be among 
those under fire. President Taft, while 
here on his way to St. Paul, had a con- 
ference with W. S. Kenyon, Special 
Attorney-General, who has been § in 
charge of the investigation. 

Whether President Taft's conference 
with Mr. Kenyon led to the “hurry up” 
proceedings -in the grand jury cham- 
bers is a matter of speculation. It is 
not denied by Government officials that 
the national executive gave a “‘push”’ 
te the proceedings.

~~ INSURGENCY UP TO DATE. 

Wisconsin not only declared its confidence in the 
irreverent La Follette, but promised forever to 
abstain from intermittent regularity. The newly 
awakened Republicans of Michigan decreed the 
end of Burrows’ usefulness to capital and privi- 
lege. In Vermont such regularity as survived 
sulked at home and New Hampshire shook off the 
shackles of the railroads and stand-patism. 

These were neither Iowa affairs nor Kansas 
affrays. They occurred in states where Repub- 
lican regularity has found unfailing comfort and 
support. Wisconsin not only indorsed its previous 
half-hearted recreancy but emphasized it. Michi- 
gan shook off Burrows after 33 years of humilia- 
tion at his hands. New Hampshire upset hallowed 
traditions, sacred precedents and Senator Gallin- 
ger’s composure. 

What does it mean? It is party revolution. It 
may be political revolution. The insurgents are 
not going to withdraw from’ the Republican ranks. 
Their ostensible purpose is to reform what they 
oppose out of the party and what they advocate 
into it. Whether. the overwhelmed reactionaries 
stay in or get out matters little. Once in the 
promised complete control of the insurgents the 
party will assume that it is released from its obli- 
gation to defend its indefensible record and will 
parade before the people promises newly painted 
and principles made gaudy to attract votes. It has 
La Follette and Dolliver, Cummins and Bristow, 
Murdock and Pinchot to offer as proofs of its in- 
tegrity, and Roosevelt, the arch-opportunist, rid- 
ing the crest of the wave of the “new national- 
ism,” to sound its praises with his own. So far as 
recent declarations give a view of its principles, 
the movement is toward centralization of power 
in the Federal Government. It is the plea for the 
regulation of everything assuming concrete form. 
Instead of making a return to Democratic princi- 
ples, it gets still further away. 

But can the new movement be trusted to reform 
the evils of Republican rule and lead the people 
to a safe path of progress? Is there not danger 
that the party revolt will be used as a device to 
keep protesting Republicanism in the ranks? Will 
it not be made an instrument to serve the ends of 
shrewd politicians? Mr. Roosevelt evidently ap- 
preciates its Value in practical politics. 

Will Republicans turn the light on corrupt Re- 
publicanism? We know the Democrats, if placed 
in power, will.

PROFIT AND LOSS. 

The Chicago Evening Post has compiled some 
figures on the construction of new buildings and 
the losses by burning, that are both interesting 
and staggering. It appears that the rate of con- 
struction in American cities so far for the year 
justifies an estimate of a total of $1,000,000,000 at 
the close. But the losses by fire will probably 
reach the sum of $280,000,000. The cost of fire 
departments will amount to $300,000,000. So that 
eliminating all questions of the cost of insurance, 
the fire loss and cost will cut down the gain of 
construction by more than half. 

This is the sort of figuring that gives pleasure 
to those who believe that every fire improves 
business and industry by putting money into cir- 
culation. These people hold to the theory that 
if we were to burn down all the buildings we put 
up each year, business would be exceedingly live- 
ly all over the country. It is much the same as 
the protective tariff doctrine that the more you 
interfere with commerce the more you benefit in- 
dustry. It sounds silly, but there are some folks 
who belief it to be sound notwithstanding. 
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The dispute between New Orleans and San 
Francisco might be compromised by holding that 
Panama Canal] exposition at Panama itself. 
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PROF. MARSH’S PROBLEM. 

As an authority on the congestion of popula~ 
tion, Prof. Benjamin Clarke of New York reasons 
well and forcibly, even when he is reasoning 
backward. It is not necessary to mention the 
learned Latin name for this easy method of 
beginning to think. As it is usually called 
“starting wrong end to,” it calls for a great deal 
of forcible thinking to reach a conclusion, after 
the beginning all of us can so easily make, with 
the cart before the hcvurse. 

After beginning to sum up this year’s census 
figures and beginning to see that congestion on 
the Atlantic coast may have revolutionary pos- 
sibilities, Prof, Marsh concludes that we are 
threatened with an impossible situation because 
our centers of production are too far from our 
centers of congested population. 

With the conclusion turned in this way, the 
situation is indeed impossible, as this year’s 
summaries will show. But when the conclusion 
is turned “right end to,” or toward the existing 
situation, the impossibility disappears. The ex- 
isting situation then appears, necessarily, devel- 
oping into something a great deal more natural 
and not at all impossible. : 
By centers of production Prof. Marsh means 
the states which feed the population congested 
on stone and concrete-covered earth which will 
not feed them. As centers of production the 
Western and Southern States are not too far 
from this congested population, but it is too far 
from them. They cannot move nearer to it. The 











‘congested population can and must move its 


centers nearer to the centers of production. That 
is all there is in an otherwise impossible situa- 
tion. There must be movement or starvation. 
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There is wild excitement in New York because 
Charles Frohman has advocated Sunday theatrical 
performances. However great the opposition it 
would be an agreeable variation from the metro- 
politan Sunday occupation of “canning beer.” 
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Couldnt Mr. Roosevelt be induced to say a 
kind word for Ben Tillman? Tillman would be 
an insurgent if he were a Republican.

WINDSOR, Vt., Sept. 8—The vote in 
New Hampshire Tuesday seems to me 
to be a proof of the fact that the reason 
why the bosses do not wish the direct 
primary is because they cannot do busi- 
ness under it.

Will Not Be Member of 
Scholastic League. 


OTHERS ARE DOUBTFUL 


Yeatman and Soldan May 
Also Withdraw From Local 
Athletic Body. 


Due to the recommendation of the 
Board of Education advising against 
permitting high school students to 
play college football, Principal G. R. 
Morrison of the McKinley High School 
today announced that he had decided 
the institution of which he is president 
shall not be represented in the Inter- 


scholastic League by a football team this 
fall. He expects to make the announce- 
ment officially next week. 

As Manual Training Schoo! has also 
withdrawn from the _ Interscholastic 
League, and as the other high schools 
have the matter of abolishing football 
still under advisement, the future of th 
strongest schoolboy athletic organization 
in the State is in doubt. 

At the other high schools the ques- 
tion to “play or not to play,” will be 
decided at coming meetings, Central 
High is decidedly in favor of football 
and Principal Chester B. Curtis has 
said that he will approve playing the 
game providing betting on the con- 
tests is stopped. A meeting Friday 
of the students will be addressed by 
Principal] Curtis in which football 
will be permitted if gambling is elim- 
inated. 

Other Schools In Doubt. 

At Yeatman and Soldan High the 
prospect of football is dim, but not 
6cad. Principal Butler of Yeatman, 
who is known fo be strongly in favor 
of football, stated that he would not 
decide until Monday whether Yeat- 
man would be permitted to play 
league football. 

“We sometimes have to do things 
we do not like to,” he-said, “and it is 
possible we may be compelled to 
abandon championship games.” 

Principal Powell of Soldan stated that 
he had reached no decision in the mat- 
ter and would not decide until he had 
consulted the students and the faculty 
members of the athletic board. 

Mass meetings will be held at all the 
schools by the students, at which the 
principals will speak on this topic. 

The situation is the result of activity 
of Supt. Ben Blewett, who conducted 
an investigation as to the advisability 
of continuing the game. After getting 
the opinions of many authorities on the 
game and considering the extent of the 
injuries caused by the sport last year, 
the Board of Education recommended, 


‘but did not make mandatory, the abol- 


ishment of all football games except 
those played by teams from the same 
school. 

Professors Saw Betting. 

The betting angle at Central was a 
sidelight that was brought up as the re- 
sult of Thanksgiving day wagers which 
were made when one of the high school 
professors happened to be looking on. 
Inquiry developed that too much of the 
speculatory angle of football had de- 
veloped. If the students will drop this, 
Principal Curtis says, football will not 
be banned there. 

The dropping of Manual and McKin- 
ley from the league would leave but 
five teams in the organization, provided 
Yeatman and Soldan remain. Manual 
has not been an important factor in 
the.league races in the past, but Mc- 
Kinley was Central's most important 
rival for first place honors, and the ab-

“I look for the short onside kicks and 
the long forward pass to be reversed: 
that is, long onside kicks and short, fast 
passes will be the order. Of course, the 
rule regarding the 20-yard zone makes 
this necessary. 

Chance for Lesser Sehools. 

“And one thing—the lesser colleges will 
have all the edge this year. Under the 
rules they can take out an overworked 
star, rest him for one period and end 
him back again. Another thing—the tre- 
mendous beef that has counted so heavily 
in the past will be of little help unless 
accompanied by speed. The varied play 
and importance of individual work will 
all help the little fellows. 

‘A greater variety of play, wherein the 
ball is always in view of the spectator, 
will improve the game from the onlook- 
er’s viewpoint. 

‘In view of the restrictions on defense, 
it is probable that there will be plenty of 
scoring after teams have settled down 
and learned their new plays well.

The 
Coroner then announced he would hold 
the other two men—Rosenheimer's com- 
panions in the auto—in $10,000 bail each.
